The Madras 


‘Tho Madras Presidency occuples the whole 
wouthern portion of the Poninenls, and, exclud- 
ing the Native States, most of which have now 
yome under the direct control of the Govern 
ment of, Indla, bas an ares of 141,075 equare 
miles. It baa on the east, on the Bay of Ben- 
gal, coast line of about 1,200 miles; on the 
Sent, on the Arabian Ses, s vast line of about 
450 miles. In all this extent of the coast, 
however, there 1s not a single natural harbour 
at any importance; the ports, w! ‘excep- 
tion of Madras, and perhaps of Cochin, are 
merely open roudsteads. A plateau, varying 
inbeight above sea-level from about 100 to 
about 300 fect and stretching northwards 
trom the Nilgiri Hills, occupies the central 
ven of the Presidoney;eon rither wide are the 
astern and the Wertern Ghats, which mieet In 
the Nilgiris, The height of the’ western moun-

‘The present form of administration In Bengal 
datesfrom January 1921, In 1912 the Govern- 
ment of the Province underwent so important 
change, when, In accordance with the Proclama- 
tion of His Majesty the King-Emperor at Delhi, 
the ‘was talsed from ths status of & 
Lieutenaat-Governor to that of « Governor-in- 
Cousetl, thas bringmg it into line with the 
Prealdenctea a Madras and Bombay In 1021 
under the Reform Scheme, the Local Govern. 
ment was reconstituted, certain of the depart, 
mente bemg pl under the 
Miniatets pppainted from among _ elected 
tmombere of the Legistative Counoll. ‘There are 
normally four members of the Sxecutive Counell, 
whore in charge of the “reserved subjects,’ 
and three Ministers,gwho are im charge of the 
“transferred subject’,”” but in 1924, owing to 
political reasons, there wert onty two maimistere 
and these had to revign owing to the rcfusal 
of the Logistatiy: Council tp vote their salaries 
On thelr remgnation, the*transforrid subjects 
wure carricd on by the mcmbirs of the Execu- 
Ure Council 1wo ministers were appointed 
by H_E the Governor iu March 1025 for thi 
administration of the transfirred subyccte, but

PASSPORT REGULATIONS. 


A.—British Subjects,

Forest Policy —The general policy of the 
Government of India in relation to forests was 
definitely lald down In 1904 by the classifieation

\ranches’ sharetn the buainess conslating pnn- 
cipally tn collecting the amount of the bille 
at matority and in famishing their other braneh- 
ra with Information aa to the means and stand- 
ing of the drawees of the bills, and {t Is as re- 
garda the export business that the Indian 
Hranches are more immediately concerned. 
The Exchange Banks havo practically a mono- 
poly of the export finance in India and in view 
at the dimensions of the trade whieh haa to 
be dealt with the Banks would uader ordinary 
ctreurastancea reqmnre to utilise a very large 
Proportion of their rosouroes in carrying through 
the business. They are able however by a 
‘stem of rediscount in London to limit the 
employment of thelr own resources to 2 eom- 
poratively small figure tn relation to the bua- 
ness they actually put through. No definite 
information can be secuted as to the extent 
ti which rodissounting In London js carried 
1 but the following figures appearing Yp the 
balance sheeta dated Sist Decesaber 19% of 
the underagted Banks will give some idea of this.
